Department of Public 
Safety Stresses Courtesy 

What can drivers do to reduce their 
chances of collision on the highway? 

In a single word the answer would 
be, COURTESY. That's the belief of 
H. N. Kirkman, Director of the Flor¬ 
ida Department of Public Safety. 

“All rules of the road boil down to 
this fundamental concept—courtesy,'' 
Kirkman said. 

The biggest collision-maker we 
have on the highway today is the 
fellow who refuses to yield right-of- 
way," he declared. “Yet the simple 
exercise of courtesy could prevent 
most mishaps." 

The Florida Department of Public 
Safety’s organization is cooperating 
with the National Safety Council's 
safety education program for August, 
emphasizing courtesy and defensive 
driving. These rules were offered 
for life-saving on the highway: 

Consider carefully the rights of 
others. 

Offer hand signals before stopping 
or turning. 

Understand both local and state 
traffic laws. 

Rely—not on HIS brakes, but on 
your own. 

Take time to reach your destination 
safely. 

Exercise reasonable judgment and 
common sense. 

Stay within your own lane, except 
for passing. 

Your courtesies will reflect in the 
attitude of others.

By statute the Road Department is required to file with 
the Governor sixty days prior to each Legislative Session 
a report covering its operations for the two years imme¬ 
diately preceding. This is designed to afford the Gov¬ 
ernor, the Legislature and the public with an accurate ac¬ 
count of how the State's business has been cared for as it 
pertains to improvement and maintenance of state high¬ 
ways. 

The department biennial report serves a good purpose, 
but it falls far short of keeping the citizens, the ones who 
pay for and own the roads, informed on highway opera¬ 
tions. The report is usually distributed to the Executive 
and Legislative officers, the colleges and universities, and 
to a limited number of department personnel. Very few 
citizens ever see the report and even if they did could not 
benefit very much by learning something of highway 
operations only once in every two years. 

The department has a plan which it is hoped will 
remedy the situation and give at least a better opportunity 
for interested citizens, highway users and civic groups to 
keep up regularly with the operation of the State's road 
business, which is in the true sense their business. Begin¬ 
ning in this issue, we propose to publish in this Florida 
Highways magazine a monthly narrative account of the 
operations of the Road Department. Every phase of 
activities will be reported on:—surveys, plans, designs, jobs 
started and completed, maintenance operations and fi¬ 
nancial transactions. 

We hope by supplying this monthly report of our opera¬ 
tions to stimulate an interest in the State's highway busi¬ 
ness. We want the public fully informed, to appreciate 
the heavy financial burden of supplying adequate roads, 
the problems we face and, most importantly, the trans¬ 
cending importance of improved highways in the State's 
economy. 

It is realized that not a large number of citizens will be 
reached directly with the highway story through the pages 
of the magazine, but it is hoped that local officials, civic 
groups and the press will have an opportunity to keep 
fully informed on Road Department operations, and that 
through these avenues a great number of our citizens will 
come to realize that the State highway business is their 
business. When this occurs the state will have an oppor¬ 
tunity of supplying itself with an adequate highway sys¬ 
tem,—an essential to its sound economy. 


PENSACOLA BEACH BRIDGE ESCAMBIA COUNTY 
The dedication of the Pensacola Beach Bridge on July 
16, 1949 by Honorable Fuller Warren, Governor, marked 
the completion of the $1,500,000 span connecting Santa 
Rosa Island with the mainland. 

The bridge was erected by the Santa Rosa Island Au¬ 
thority, an agency of Escambia County, and was financed 
by the sale of 314% interest-bearing bonds bought by Sulli¬ 
van, Nelson and Goss at par. These bonds will be retired

HIGHWAY ENGINEER 

Report for June 

During June, 1949, we received bids on 
132 miles of road improvements estimated 
to cost $1,480,141.04. Contracts for the 
majority of these projects have now been 
executed and some of them are now under 
construction. 

Preliminary work on the preparation of 
plans and specifications for a contract letting 
in July to total $2,500,000 has been in 
progress. This letting has been scheduled 
for July 28 in Tampa. 

A bridge over Pithlaschascootie River on 
Road 55 in Pasco County on the Gulf Coast 
Highway was formally opened this month. 
This is an important connecting link on this 
highway, on which other major road work is 
scheduled to be completed in 1949. 

Actual field surveys for the superhighway 
program in Jacksonville were begun this 
month. Also, preliminary conferences were 
held pertaining to the proposed bridge across 
lower Tampa Bay between St. Petersburg 
and a point in Manatee County. 

Of our $38,000,000 construction budget 
for 1949, $20,000,000 or 55% of the work is 
completed or in the construction stage. 

Report for July 

As of August 1, 1949, we had completed 
or initiated work valued at $22,500,000.00 
of our $38,000,000.00 construction budget 
for 1949. 

Bids on 51 miles of road improvements 
were received during July. This work is 
estimated to cost $2,160,000.00. 

On July 16th the Santa Rosa Sound bridge 
on Road 399 was formally opened. This 


bridge is 3,639 feet long and cost approxi¬ 
mately $1,500,000.00. 

The Bridge Division 

Report for June 

During the month of June detail structural 
plans were in progress on 10 bridge projects, 
with plans being completed on the follow¬ 
ing four: 


1702-201, 45, Widening 9 bridges Sara¬ 
sota to Venice. 

1618-203, 25, Overpasses SR 600 and 
ACL RR Haines City. 

1013-902, 600, Repairs to West 10 spans 
Gandy Bridge. 

4602-210, 30, Replacement Martins Bayou 
bridge with multiple culvert and weir. 

In addition to the above strictly bridge 
projects one drafting table was utilized con¬ 
tinuously in revising culvert standards for 
simplification of detail. 

A commemorative plaque and its founda¬ 
tion to be placed on the Charles O. Andrews 
Causeway in Orlando was designed, also a 
name plate for the St. Elmo W. Acosta 
Bridge at Jacksonville. 

Of special interest among the bridge 
projects planned were the conversions of 
two draw spans over Hatchett Creek and 
Venice Bay near Venice to fixed spans. 
These are among the 9 bridges to be 
widened on Job 1702-201. 

The original structures were built in the 
mid ’20’s responding to local demand and 
requirements of the U. S. Engineers, single 
leaf bascule draws were built in each bridge. 
In some 23 years of operation by the De¬ 
partment we have no record of any openings 
for the Hatchett Creek draw and only 2 
openings for Venice Bay. The revising of 
these bridges as draws would have a very 
expensive operation involving net cnlv the 
superstructure widths, but also the piers, 
counterweights and operating machinery. 
Armed with the facts regarding the almost 
negligible use of these bridges as draws, we

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approached the U. S. Engineers for permis¬ 
sion to eliminate the draws and reconstruct 
them as fixed spans. After several confer¬ 
ences and over at least one local objection 
the U. S. Engineers granted this, thereby 
saving at least $100,000 in the remodeling 
of these two structures. 

Another interesting job planned was the 
repair of the Westerly 10 spans of Gandy 
Bridge. This project is largely an experi¬ 
ment from which we may be able to pre¬ 
dict construction cost and prescribe'methods 
for the restoration of the entire structure. 

The concrete trestle spans of this bridge 
are very seriously depreciated by reason of 
cracking and spalling of the concrete and 


the consequent losses of section in the rein¬ 
forcing steel by corrosion. Efforts to stop 
this corrosion by treating the exposed rein¬ 
forcing with a rust inhibitive grease prepara¬ 
tion have been only partially successful. 
While the present structure is not considered 
unsafe for the traffic using it, this condition 
of increasing deterioration cannot continue 
for long without risking the loss of the 
bridge. 

We have been approached by several con¬ 
cerns who specialize in restoring such con¬ 
crete work by means of adding steel and 
steel mesh over which are placed coats of 
pneumatically applied mortar or gunite. The 
scope of the work to be done is too large 


to handle by negotiated agreement and 
practically all such processes are proprietary 
and patented. In preparing specifications 
for the work we have had to study details of 
methods of several companies and make our 
requirements sufficiently broad to admit the 
processes of several legitimate concerns and 
at the same time sufficiently restrictive to 
bar fly by night operators. We hope that 
we have been successful in this and expect 
to learn much from this experimental 
project. 

During the month of June the boring 
crew completed subsurface investigations of 
sites for proposed bridges to cross the 
Indian River at Vero Beach, the F. E. C.

Major bridges completed and opened to 
traffic during the month were: 

1403-114—Draw Span over the Pith- 
lachascootie River at New Port Richey. 

7217-107—Bridge over Cedar Creek on 
Blanding Road (S.R. 21) near Jacksonville. 

4875-101—Bridge over Santa Rosa Sound 
at Pensacola Beach. 

This last job was performed by the Santa 
Rosa Island Authority to requirements of the 
Department and under general inspection of 
our Engineers. 

Report for July 

During the month of July, plans were in 
progress for 11 bridge projects, and were 
completed on the following two: 

3575-103, 2 small bridges on Madison 
County Roads, 100%. 

4614-201, 390, Cattle Underpass near 
Lynn Haven, 100%. 

Probably the most significant planning 
work was done on the development of small 
precast concrete slab bridges to replace 
failing timber decks. If central casting 
yards can be set up by the Department, it is 
anticipated that these reinforced units can 
be manufactured there, hauled to sites as 
needed and installed under traffic at costs 
not appreciably in excess of replacing a 
timber deck and stringers. A small casting 
yard is being planned at the Miami mainte¬ 
nance yard and it is expected that an ex¬ 
perimental maintenance project using these 
units will be started in the near future. 

One drafting table was utilized through 
the entire month in revising and modernizing 
culvert and approach slab standards. 

Bridges of major interest which were 
completed and opened to traffic during the 
month were: 

7225-105, Bridge with draw span over 
Cedar Creek (Broward River) on Heck- 
scher Drive, Rd. 105, Duval County. 

7801-108, Bridge over San Sebastian River 
on King Street, Road 5, in St. Augustine. 

General Auditor’s Report 

June 1949 

We have now reached the half-way point 
in our 1949 budget. At the beginning of 
the year, we had Restricted funds totaling 
$11,001,761.85 and Cash available for gen¬ 
eral purposes in the amount of $1,427,- 
709.50, against which we had $1,777,458.92 


in audited vouchers and contractors’ retain- 
age amounting to $1,798,733.03. This 
started off this year with a current cash 
deficit of $349,749.42, and an additional 
earned but deferred deficit of $1,798,733.03, 
or an earned deficit of $2,148,482.45 (this 
exclusive of balance of unearned contracts). 

Since January 1, we have collected State 
revenues of $14,780,799.97 of an estimated 
$27,021,295.52; 80% Surplus of $2,603,- 
070.19 of an estimated $4,163,200.00; Fed¬ 
eral funds of $2,611,642.47 of an estimated 
$12,723,803.76; and F.S.I.C. Revenue Cer¬ 
tificates of Columbia County for $594,000, 
making a total collection of $20,589,512.83. 
The collections are slightly above 50 per 
cent of estimates for the year with the ex¬ 
ception of Federal funds which would not 
amount to 50 per cent of our estimates had 
we collected the total balance now under¬ 
way of $2,610,622.21. 

Our adopted budget provided for Mainte¬ 
nance $5,822,255.99 of which we have com¬ 
pleted $3,077,127.98; for Construction, 
Bridge and Road purchases, Surveys and 
Right of Ways $41,935,927.44, of which 
only $22,257,468.02 has been put underway 
($13,557,847.44 completed), leaving a bal¬ 
ance to be put underway of $19,678,459.42 
during next six months of which $7,648,- 
266.67 is Federal share. 


To complete construction underway, 
maintenance and administrative, and to fi¬ 
nance the above program, we have General 
Fund Cash Surplus of $1,503,879.71; 80% 
Surplus funds of $3,416,190.00; F.S.I.C. 
funds of $5,727,390.41; estimated 4c Gas 
Tax $12,130,656.62; balance of Federal al¬ 
lotments now under contracts $2,610,622.21; 
Federal funds proposed of $7,648,266.67; 
and other miscellaneous collections of $68,- 
665.04, making a total of $33,105,670.66. 

A comparison of the payrolls for Decem¬ 
ber 1948 with June 1949 showed 3,813 em¬ 
ployees in December at a monthly cost of 
$620,018.83, and 3,090 employees in June at 
a monthly cost of $536,317.03, or a net re¬ 
duction of 723 employees in the amount of 
$83,701.80 per month, which if maintained 
for a year would amount to $1,004,421.60 in 
savings on payrolls alone. 

July 1949 

There have been no significant changes in 
the Accounting Department since our June 
report. However, observations relative to 
the Department financial condition may be 
of interest. 

On July 31, 1948, we had cash available 
for general purposes $4,228,835.34 and a 
balance of uncompleted contracts of $16,- 
853,236.24. This is a difference of $12,624,- 
400.90 of contracts in excess of cash on 
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hand. On July 31, 1949, we had a cash bal¬ 
ance of $4,560,978.43 and uncompleted con¬ 
tracts of $7,131,564.24. This does not in¬ 
clude the items on which bids were re¬ 
ceived at Tampa on July 28, 1949. This is 
a difference of contracts in excess of cash of 
only $2,570,588.85. 

During the first six months of this year, 
the Accounting office audited and classified 
bills and payrolls amounting to $18,335,- 
677.46 at a cost of $74,498.89, or at a cost 
of .4 of 1%. 

The State Comptroller is endeavoring to 
put in a system of objective classification 
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covering all commodities. We, for some 
time, have had such classification, but in 
order not to have duplicate work, we have 
changed our classification numbers to cor¬ 
respond with those of the Comptroller's 
office. This change has entailed a great deal 
of extra work on the part of this office. 

Legal Division 

The Legal Division continued its gen¬ 
eral duties as attorney for and legal advisor 
of the Department in all its divisions, func¬ 
tions and operations. In addition to pre¬ 
paring or approving the legal form of all 
instruments executed by the Department and 
all resolutions adopted by the Department, 
the Division answers a constant stream of 
inquiries from Department officers and em¬ 
ployees for legal counsel required in properly 
performing their duties. The Department 
is a party to a number of law suits now 
pending in various Circuit Courts and in the 
United States District Court. 

Since one of the two principal operations 
of the Department is the acquisition of right 
of way, the Division is constantly handling 
numerous matters of property law, condem¬ 
nation, land titles, conveyancing, inheritance, 
homesteads, and other phases such as tax 
titles and liens and county financing and, in 
addition, the Division approves all disburse¬ 
ments made for right of way. The Division 
investigates all accident claims for or against 
the Department and takes necessary action 
against third parties to secure payment for 
damages inflicted on State roads, bridges and 
equipment. When requested, the investi¬ 
gative files on claims against the Department 
are submitted to the Claims Committees of 
the Legislature for use in the consideration 
of claim bills. The Division handles numer¬ 
ous inquiries for legal data concerning the 
Department, especially road designations, 
and prepares proposed bills on road desig¬ 
nations and other matters for introduction in 
the Legislature, when requested by the 
members. 

The Division acts for the Division of 
Outdoor Advertising in all legal phases of its 
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enforcement of the Outdoor Advertising 
Law. The Division represents the Depart¬ 
ment in its legal relations with its injured 
employees and the dependents of deceased 
employees under the Workmen's Compensa¬ 
tion Act and in appearance before the In¬ 
dustrial Commission. The Division ap¬ 
proves all permits granted to telephone, 
electric and other utility companies for the 
maintenance of their lines along the public 
right of ways. 

One of the more important and interest¬ 
ing cases handled by the Legal Division had 
its beginning more than two years ago when 
the Pensacola Bay Bridge across Pensacola 
Bay was seriously damaged by four vessels 
owned by the Maritime Commission of the 
Federal Government. Of the total damage 
to the Department approximately one-half 
was covered by insurance. Legal action was 
promptly filed against the United States un¬ 
der the Federal Tort Claims Act and during 
July the suit came on for trial in the United 
States District Court in Pensacola. The De¬ 
partment was represented at the trial by 
Mr. John W. McWhirter, Attorney, and Mr. 
T. Paine Kelley, of the Attorney General’s 
Office. J. McHenry Jones and Herbert 
Latham of Pensacola represented the De¬ 
partment's insurer. The trial itself lasted 
10 days with Circuit Judge Curtis M. 
Waller presiding and the preparation for 
the trial consumed considerable additional 
time. A large portion of the testimony was 
submitted to the Court by depositions. Lately 
the Court rendered its decision in favor of 
the Department in the sum of approximately 
$340,000, which covers both the damage to 
the permanent bridge and the cost of con¬ 
structing and removing a temporary detour 
bridge. 

Rights of Way Division 

Report for June 

During the month a total of 659 deeds 
were prepared and forwarded to various 
counties for execution, and 512 parcels were 
secured for right of way purposes. 

On June 2 the Division Engineer met 
Charles Doll, Right of Way Agent, in Tam¬ 
pa, relative to rights of way in Hillsborough 
County (Hopewell to Plant City) and Her¬ 
nando County (Brooksville to State Road 
41). 

On June 10 the Division Engineer met 
with Mr. Drake (Board Member), Mr. W. A. 
Sweat (Division Engineer) in Leesburg to 
discuss rights of way with Lake County 
officials (Sumter County Line to Leesburg, 
Lake Shepard to Helena Run and Groveland 
to Orange County Line). We also met with 
Sumter County officials to discuss right of 
way for borrow pits on the Bevilles' Corner 
to Bushnell road (State Road No. 48). 
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June 16 and 17 the Division Engineer met 
with Right of Way Agents and Mr. J. R. 
Slade (Division Engineer) in Lake City to 
discuss various rights of way problems in the 
Second Division. 

June 20 the Division Engineer met with 
Mr. Scott Reynolds (Asst. Highway Engi¬ 
neer), Mr. Arthur Sollee (Duval County En¬ 
gineer) and Mr. Reynolds (of Reynolds, 
Smith and Hill) in the County Engineer’s 
Office to discuss the proposed Arlington 
Bridge and Approaches. Mr. Reynolds and 
the Division Engineer made a field inspec¬ 
tion of the proposed route. 

On June 23 the Division Engineer met 
with Mr. Titus and Mr. Gardiner, City Man¬ 
ager and City Attorney of Daytona Beach, 
relative to rights of way for the Broadway 
Avenue Beach Approach in Daytona Beach. 
The City submitted a request for a loan to 
purchase the right of way for this approach. 

On June 24 the Division Engineer with 
Mr. Lee Weiners, Right of Way Agent, 
made a field inspection of the proposed 
routes for the Interstate Highway System 
in Jacksonville. 

Research and Records Division 

Report for June 

An Urban Area Traffic Survey report for 
the City of DeLand was completed and sub¬ 
mitted to the State Highway Engineer and 
Bureau of Public Roads. With the com¬ 
pletion of DeLand there have been urban 
surveys made and reports completed in 12 
of the 31 urban areas in the state. 

For the use of the Chairman in submitting 
plans for future improvements in the Tampa 
Bay Area a map was prepared indicating the 
proposed improvements together with esti¬ 
mates of cost and traffic volumes. 

All county maps are being redrafted to 
better standards using aerial photographs. 
Three additional counties, namely Wakulla, 
Pinellas and Bay were completed during the 
month and orders placed for half size litho 
print reproductions. Drafting is nearly com¬ 
plete for Broward and Flagler Counties and 
indications are that we will attain our goal 
of remapping 12 counties this year. 
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Report for July 

A street survey and curb parking plan for 
the City of Tallahassee was completed the 
latter part of the month. This represents 
Part I of a three plan operation. Part II, 
consisting of an Off-Street Parking Survey, 
and Part III, a regular Urban Area Traffic 
Survey, will be placed underway shortly. 

For the Board meeting held in Tampa 
July 27-28 a considerable number of charts, 
maps and diagrams were prepared. The 
theme of these charts were to show how 
much diversion of motor vehicle impost had 
been made during past years and what these 
diversions meant in loss of paved mileage 
to the state. These charts were used by the 
Chairman in his talks at this meeting and 
were very well received. 

The Division assisted in the preparation 
of an aerial mosaic covering a part of the 
Jacksonville Urban Area Survey. This 
mosaic was prepared for use in right of way 
acquisitions and preliminary bridge surveys. 

During the month of July two field in¬ 
vestigations were made by the division on 
traffic sign and signal requests and eight 
reports completed. 

Mr. R. M. Hartsfield was transferred to 
special duties connected with the FSIC 
program. His services will be sorely missed 
by this Division. 

Work got under way on a special request 
by the Bureau of Public Roads in the gather¬ 
ing of information as to the practical opera¬ 
tion of the various types of county organ¬ 
izations, and plans for cooperative county 
and city developments of our local road 
systems. The purpose of this information, 
on a nation wide basis, is to provide the 
Bureau of Public Roads with material for 
their reports to Congress. These reports 
will materially aid the Bureau of Public 
Roads in advising Congress concerning the 
best ways and means for administering such 
funds as may be made available through 
that body to the several states. 

Plans and Surveys 

j 

Report for June 

During the month of June this division 
continued its usual function of routine pro¬ 
cessing of plans for advertisements for bids. 
On June 16 the Department received bids 
totaling $1,345,582.77 for bridge and high¬ 
way work which were checked and tabulated 
by this division. 

The necessary field inspections with 


plans in hand were made in conjunction 
with the Public Roads Administration 
officials and field division personnel with a 
view toward advancement of various F. A. 
projects for placing under contract. 

Preliminary study of the Haines City 
Interchange was initiated during this period. 

In anticipation of the advertisement for 
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bids in July, work was continued on plans 
for the July letting. By'June 30th 12 jobs 
in as many counties, involving an estimated 
cost of $2,325,000, were being processed for 
advertisement for July Bids. 

Some of the personnel of this division 
were absent on vacation necessitating a small 
amount of overtime work. 

Report for July 

During the month 16 jobs were processed 
for receipt of bids in August. These jobs 
involved an estimated expenditure of $2,- 
350,000 for improvements in 13 counties. 
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Four other jobs are in process of design 
and assembly, covering improvements for 
roads in Gulf, Polk, Levy and Gilchrist 
Counties. 

Jobs on which bids were received in July 
are being tabulated and checked. 

Some Standard Index Sheets that were 
“shop-worn” beyond use by Blue Printers 
are being re-traced. 

Necessary field inspections were made in 
company with the Bureau of Public Roads 
representatives. 

Some of personnel were absent on vaca¬ 
tion. 

Federal Aid 

Report for June 

In addition to the routine submission to 
the Bureau of Public Roads of monthly 
vouchers, project final assemblies, change 
orders, supplemental agreements, various 
statistical forms and the general processing 
of the Federal Aid work with the Bureau of 
Public Roads, field reviews of plans were 
made with representatives of the Bureau on 
nine projects in eight counties. 

Among the 23 jobs for which bids were 
received in June were six Federal projects. 

The Department was authorized to award 
the contracts for the following projects:

Report for July 

Our 1950 apportionment of Federal 
Funds became available for expenditure on 
July 1st. These funds amount to $6,254,460. 

During the month of July the processing 
was completed of the following projects for 
flashing light signals at railroad grade cross¬ 
ings, and the railroads were authorized to 
begin construction.

Nine projects were processed to the adver¬ 
tising stage with the Bureau of Public Roads 
and the projects were advertised with bids 
being received in Tampa on July 28th. 

Division of Tests 


Report for June 

This Division tested and inspected 17,805 
barrels of cement at the source, and made 
67 tests on cement consisting of 12 chemical 
analyses, 14 alkali determinations and 41 
complete physical tests. The complete 
physical test includes fineness, soundness, 
time of setting and tensile strength. 

Mixing water for concrete required a total 
of 27 tests, 17 chemical tests and 10 com¬ 
plete physical tests. The chemical analysis 
includes the percent total organic and in¬ 
organic solids, and the acidity or alkalinity; 
while the physical tests include soundness, 
time of setting and strength test. 

A total of 323 tests were made on fine ag¬ 
gregate; 21 of these were complete physical 
tests which included gradation, elutriation, 
organic, specific gravity and compressive 
strength, 151 gradations, 6 elutriations and 
145 organic tests. 
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A total of 375 tests were made on coarse 
aggregate which includes the following: 293 
gradations, 1 specific gravity, 36 unit 
weights, 43 Los Angeles and Deval 
Abrasions and 2 elutriations. 

The concrete design mixes consisted of 2, 
while the total strength tests on concrete 
were 715, which includes 700, 6"xl2" con¬ 
crete test cylinders, 14 concrete pavement 
cores and 1, 6"x6"x30" concrete beam. 

A total of 575 guard rail posts were tested, 
inspected and stamped at the source of 
supply. 

One sample of concrete curing compound 
was tested. The tests require a mortar 
specimen 2"x6"xl2" to be painted with the 
compound, and the moisture loss in grams 
per square inch determined after being sub¬ 
jected to 100 °F. and 30% relative humidity 
for 72 hours. 

Two samples of brick were tested com¬ 
plete. Each sample consisted of 10 brick 
tested as follows: Measurement of each 
brick, and 5 each tested for compressive 
strength, flexural strength and per cent ab¬ 
sorption. Note: One half of each brick 
used for flexural strength is used for the 
compressive strength test. 

A total of 42,399 lineal feet of various size 
concrete pipe was tested, inspected and 
stamped at the source. 

A total of 27 tests consisting of spelter 
and gage determinations were made on cor¬ 
rugated galvanized metal pipe and arches. 
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Reinforcing steel in the amount of 100,403 
pounds was tested and inspected at the 
source. 

A total of 41 complete tests were made 
on reinforcing steel. The tests include 
weight, area, yield point, tensile strength, 
elongation and cold bend. 

Five sets of weld test specimens were 
tested. These tests are made in order that 
only qualified welders authorized by this 
Division may weld on State Road Depart¬ 
ment projects. 

A total of 441 tests were made on lime- 
rock; 21 chemical analyses, 2 gradations, 209 
base thicknesses and 209 base widths. 

The individual tests on paint amounted 
to 96. These tests include 20 determina¬ 
tions of the per cent pigment and vehicle, 9 
determinations of the per cent volatile mat¬ 
ter, 18 complete pigment analyses, 21 
weight determinations, 22 drying time tests, 
3 toughness tests and 3 viscosities. 

A total of 409 individual tests were made 
on bituminous materials. These tests con¬ 
sisted of 245 viscosities, 49 penetrations, 37 
bitumen determinations, 27 distillations, 15 
flash points, 1 float, 7 loss determinations, 
5 specific gravities, 6 softening point de¬ 
terminations, 11 ductilities, 2 insoluble in 
benzol, 2 coke residue and 2 creosote dis¬ 
tillations. 

A total of 40 tests were made on mineral 
aggregate for use in bituminous mixtures. 
These tests covered the following: 2 grada¬ 
tions and 7 specific gravities on mineral 
filler, 12 gradations and 2 specific gravities 
on fine aggregate, 16 gradations and 1 
specific gravity on coarse aggregate. 

A total of 1510 tests were made on bitumi¬ 
nous pavement. These tests represented 3 
density tests, 3 thickness tests made in the 
laboratory, 752 thickness tests made in the 
field and 752 pavement width determina¬ 
tions. 

Bituminous mixtures required 58 indi¬ 


vidual tests comprising 22 extractions, 22 
gradations, 7 Hubbard-Field Stability tests, 
and 2 design mixes. 

A total of 3 samples of cork premoulded 
joint filler were tested. The tests required 
for each sample are as follows: Compression 
in pounds per square inch, recovery in per¬ 
centage, extrusion in inches, absorption in 
per cent and thickness in inches. 

The soil tests covering samples from 
borrow pits, proposed locations and com¬ 
pleted jobs numbered 642. These tests in¬ 
cluded 144 gradings, 25 sand-clay and silt 
determinations, 358 bearing values, 22 liquid 
limits, 22 plastic indices, 11 centrifuge mois¬ 
ture equivalents, 12 field moisture equiva¬ 
lents, 12 volumetric changes, 12 lineal 
shrinkage, 12 shrinkage limit and 12 shrink¬ 
age ratios. 

Representatives from this Division in¬ 
spected 5239 lineal feet of piling and 15,364 
F.B.M. lumber before treatment, and 4568 
lineal feet piling and 14,639 F.B.M. lumber 
during and after treatment. 

During the month representatives from 
this Division inspected and checked 5 miles 
of base, 0.5 mile of retread, 28.9 miles of 
sand bituminous road mix pavement and 0.9 
mile of asphaltic concrete surface to see 
that it complied with the Department’s re¬ 
quirements for surface irregularities and 
contour. 

Representatives from this Division as¬ 
sisted the field men in adjusting and con¬ 
trolling bituminous mixtures at Fort Myers 
and Miami, and in adjusting air entrained 
concrete to entrain the proper amount of 
air at Clearwater, Florida. 

During the month of June a final report 
was issued covering test results, construction 
methods and costs of an experimental sec¬ 
tion, 6000 feet in length, consisting of 6" 
stabilized limerock base with Type II sur¬ 
face treatment and mixed in place with cut¬ 
back and emulsified asphalt. 
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An investigation was also begun with five 
types of traffic paints, reflectorized with 
glass spheres, placed on three different types 
of road surfaces to compare the durability 
and reflectance of each type. 

Report for July 

A total of 19,165 bbls. of cement was 
tested and inspected at the source, and 77 
tests were made on individual samples of 
cement; consisting of 13 chemical analyses, 
7 alkali determinations and 57 complete 
physical tests which included fineness, 
soundness, time of setting and tensile 
strength. 

Twenty-seven tests were made on mixing 
water for concrete consisting of 14 chemical 
and 13 physical tests. 

A total of 275 tests were made on fine 
aggregate, which included the following: 
25 samples were tested complete, 123 
gradations, 5 elutriations and 122 samples 
were tested for organic impurities. 

A total of 342 tests were made on coarse 
aggregate, which consisted of the following: 
277 gradings, 6 specific gravities, 35 unit 
weights, 2 absorptions and 22 Los Angeles 
and DeVal abrasions. 

Six hundred and fifty concrete cylinders 
were tested for compression, and eleven 
concrete mixes were designed. 

One sample of brick was tested, which 
included measurement, compressive strength, 
flexural strength and absorption. 

A total of 9,208 lineal feet of concrete 
pipe, consisting of various sizes, was tested, 
inspected and stamped at the source. 

A total of 12 tests consisting of spelter and 
gage determinations were made on cor¬ 
rugated galvanized metal pipe and arches. 

A total of 76,530 pounds of reinforcing 
steel was tested and inspected at the 
source. 


A total of 42 complete tests were made 
on reinforcing steel, which included the 
weight, area, yield point, tensile strength, 
elongation and cold bend. 

Two samples of welds were examined 
during the month, and the proper authoriza¬ 
tion was granted to qualified welders by this 
Division. 

A total of 498 tests were made on lime- 
rock, consisting of 106 chemical analyses, 
44 gradations, 174 base thickness and 174 
base widths. 

A total of 29 individual tests were made 
on paint, which included 4 determinations 
of the per cent pigment and vehicle, 4 de¬ 
terminations of the per cent volatile matter, 

6 pigment analyses, 6 determinations of 
weight per gallon, 7 drying time, one tough¬ 
ness and one viscosity. 

Individual tests amounting to 264 were 
made on bituminous materials consisting of 
the following: 163 viscosities, 28 penetra¬ 
tions, 23 bitumen soluble, 23 distillations, 

7 flash points, 6 specific gravities, 4 soften¬ 
ing points, 7 ductilities, one insoluble in 
benzol, one coke residue and one creosote 
distillation. 

Mineral aggregates used in bituminous 
mixtures required a total of 66 tests, con¬ 
sisting of 62 gradations and 4 specific 
gravities. 

Bituminous pavement required 116 indi¬ 
vidual tests consisting of 6 density de¬ 
terminations made in the field, 6 thickness 
determinations made in the laboratory and 
52 thickness and 52 width determinations 
made in the field. 

A total of 58 tests were made on bitumi¬ 
nous mixtures, consisting of 27 extractions, 
27 gradations of mineral aggregate, one 
Hubbard-Field Stability and 3 design mixes. 

Premoulded cork joint filler amounting to 
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4 samples was tested complete, each sample 
requiring the compression in lbs, per sq. 
inch, the recovery in percentage, extrusion 
in inches, absorption in per cent, and thick¬ 
ness in inches. 

The soil samples tested by this Division 
during the past month amounted to 382 
individual tests outlined as follows: 36 grad¬ 
ings, 36 determinations of the percentage 
of sand, silt and clay, 96 bearing value de¬ 
terminations, 37 liquid limits, 37 plastic 
indices, 23 centrifuge moisture equivalents, 
23 field moisture equivalents, 22 volumetric 
change, 22 lineal shrinkage, 22 shrinkage 
limit, 22 shrinkage ratio, 3 proctor de¬ 
terminations and 3 blends. 

Representatives of this Division inspected 
14,970 feet of piling and 47,982 F.B.M. 
lumber before treatment and 14,970 lineal 
feet of piling and 47,982 F.B.M. lumber 
during and after treatment. 

This Division calibrated one transport 
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tank used in transporting bituminous mate¬ 
rials for use on State Road Department 
projects. 

During the month of July representatives 
of this Division assisted in designing and 
controlling bituminous mixtures at Talla¬ 
hassee, Miami, Tampa and High Springs, 
and in adjusting air entrained concrete mixes 
to entrain the proper amount of air at Par¬ 
rish and Tampa, Florida. 

During the month representatives of this 
Division travelled 1,580 miles and checked 
8.23 miles of bases and pavements, con¬ 
sisting of 6.33 miles limerock bases, and 1.9 
miles of Sand Bituminous Road Mix to see 
that it complied with the Department's re¬ 
quirements for surface irregularities and 
contour. 

Experimental tests with joint filler and 
structural steel paints were begun, and an 
investigation to determine the alkali reac¬ 
tivity of concrete sands from approved 
sources was also initiated during the past 
month. 

Safety Program 

The Departments intensified Safety Pro¬ 
gram is beginning to show results. 

In February Alton Re veil was transferred 
from the Federal Aid Division and placed in 
charge of safety operations covering the 
Department's 3000 employees and hundreds 
of pieces of machinery and equipment, with 
instructions to strengthen enforcement of our 
safety policies. 

The record already demonstrates the 
value of such a program. The total number 
of accidents was reduced from 232 in the 
first quarter of the year to 183 in the sec¬ 
ond. This is a reduction of 25% and repre¬ 
sents substantial savings in time and money, 
as well as in personnel suffering from in¬ 
juries. 

Safety meetings attended by all mainte¬ 
nance employees are now being held in 
each of the 17 maintenance areas. Safety 
policies and rules are explained and the 
importance of safety is emphasized. 

The thoroughness of inspection of opera¬ 
tions by safety men is now insured by the 
requirement of a written report. Four copies 
of the safety inspection report are made. One 
is delivered to the superintendent or foremen 
in charge of the operation inspected, one is 
mailed to the Division Engineer, one to the 
Tallahassee office and one copy is retained 
by the safety inspector.

This system of written reports of safety 
inspections keeps the field personnel more 
on the alert, calls prompt attention to any 
serious violation or hazard that should be 
immediately corrected and serves as a daily 
check on the inspectors themselves. 

A survey of the drawbridges revealed that 
in many instances fire extinguishers were 
not kept in the control towers or tenders' 
houses. This condition has been remedied 
and all such units are now equipped with 
extinguishers. 

Blinker lights have been installed on cer¬ 
tain pieces of equipment such as mowing 
machine tractors, transports, heavy duty 
trucks on bridge work and other large 
equipment having to work under heavy 
traffic. 

The intensified safety program has not 
been in operation long enough to have had 
appreciable effect on the cost of workmen's 
compensation claims but it is believed that 
the annual report will show an appreciable 
reduction. 

Traffic Manager—Freight & 
Utility 

GENERAL: The duties of this office 
comprehend verification of all transportation 
charges either by rail, bus, truck or express 
on all shipments received by the Depart¬ 
ment and which must be done before pay¬ 
ment of invoices can be made by the Audit¬ 
ing Department; quoting current rates to our 
Purchasing Division; quoting rates on ma¬ 
terials to our Engineering Department for 
computing estimates of road costs; approving 
changes in freight rates applicable to all 
final estimates under the escalator clause 
now in operation; anticipating any changes 
in rates of both common carriers and utili¬ 
ties; appearing before Regulatory Commis¬ 
sions both State and Federal, etc. 

FINAL ESTIMATES: Under the esca¬ 
lator clause in our contracts we protect the 
contractor against any increase in freight 
rates during the life of the contract and con¬ 
versely take credit for any reductions in 
rates. This feature has been particularly 
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complicated over the last eighteen months 
due to certain limitations and restrictions 
included in the orders of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission authorizing interim 
increases and permanent increases on speci¬ 
fic commodities. This office passed upon 
and approved final estimates on eighteen 
separate projects during the month of June, 
some of which dated back to 1946 and em¬ 
braced as many as seven changes in freight 
rates on individual commodities. The total 
amount of freight charges represented many 
hundred thousand dollars and we are re¬ 
sponsible for the application of the correct 
freight rates before these final estimates can 
be paid to the contractor. 

CHANGES IN RATES: Commencing in 
February of this year following the substan¬ 
tial increases authorized by the Commission 
on roadway aggregates several conferences 
were held with executives of the southern 
railroads by representatives of producers of 
roadway aggregates throughout the South

and a scale of rates was finally evolved rea¬ 
sonably satisfactory to all conflicting inter¬ 
ests and was approved by our Florida Com¬ 
mission effective June 27th. This new scale 
of rates results in reductions of 6 cepts at 30 
miles; 15 cents at 60 miles; 16 cents at 80 
miles and from 7 to 10 cents for distances 
from 100 to 175 miles. The larger volume 
of roadway aggregates produced in Florida 
moves within those mileage blocks and the 
saving to the Department from now on will 
be substantial. I estimate it to be close to 
$100,000.00 per annum. Similarly, we were 
successful in eliminating a higher scale of 
rates which formerly applied in South Flor¬ 
ida and the reduction in that scale for dis¬ 
tances beyond 200 miles range from 5 cents 
to 26 cents at 320 miles. We awarded some 
contracts sixty days ago on which the De¬ 
partment under the escalator clause will re¬ 
cover about $3,500.00 on shipments of lime- 
rock to Lake Wales and approximately 
$1,100.00 on a project in Columbia County. 

CHANGES IN INTERSTATE RATES 
ON ROADWAY AGGREGATES: In the 
foregoing paragraph we discussed at length 
the effect of the reduction in the rates on 
roadway aggregates on intrastate traffic in 
Florida. Out of the same conference and 
cooperation the same scale of rates approved 
in Florida has been published for applica¬ 
tion throughout the South on interstate traf¬ 
fic effective August 15, 1949. This means 
an average reduction of at least 28 cents per 
ton in the basic rates on slag to points in 


Florida including the Peninsula and unless 
they are suspended by the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission we will receive the bene¬ 
fit commencing on that date. Heretofore, 
interstate rates to points in the Florida 
Peninsula have been subject to an arbitrary 
ranging from 20 to 85 cents per ton added 
to the basic rate. When publishing the new 
scale to become effective August 15th the 
rail lines have eliminated this arbitrary re¬ 
sulting in an additional reduction in our 
rates particularly on slag from Birmingham 
and gravel from Montgomery. For example 
—the reduction in the basic rate to Pinellas 
County is 31 cents and the elimination of 
the Florida arbitrary of 70 cents makes a 
total reduction of 101 cents per ton on slag 
from Birmingham to this project. There is 
some question in my mind with respect to 
the elimination of the arbitrary as a perma¬ 
nent feature and I still have my fingers 
crossed. 

POWER RATES: We carry a running 
record of some two hundred accounts with 
the various power companies and cities in 
Florida supplying service to our camps, 
shops, drawbridges, etc. The charges are 
verified from time to time and we keep 
constant watch over the KW-h consumption 
to determine the proper rate schedule to be 
applied. 

First District—Bartow 

Report For June 

Our major project, the rebuilding of Hills¬ 


borough Avenue from Nebraska Avenue in 
Tampa to 50th Street, is progressing nicely 
and is now 85% complete. This project is 
the latest in municipal design with 6% miles 
of storm sewer pipe installed. The con¬ 
tractor is considerably ahead of schedule 
with only 35% of his contract time used. 

The dignitaries from the Western part of 
the Division were all present at the opening 
of the Pithlachascootie River Bridge on June 
22nd. Our Chairman was the main speaker 
and the cities of Port Richey and New Port 
Richey joined forces to make it a nice cele¬ 
bration, climaxed by a fish fry. 

A number of meetings have been held 
and much thought given to the improvement 
of highways in the Tampa Bay area. This 
section of the State has made rapid growth 
in the past few years and our present road 
system is inadequate. 

A modern photographic laboratory has re¬ 
cently been completed in the First Division 
Office building. The new equipment makes 
it possible to produce a very large volume of 
all types of photographs. This laboratory is 
under the direction of Mr. A. Wade Blake, 
photographic engineer. 

As we start in the last half of the fiscal 
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year, the First Division has completed or 
now has under contract 61% of our budget 
allocation and the plans are complete on an 
additional 20%. 

Second District—Lake City 

Report for June and July 

The Second Division of the State Road 
Department has practically recovered from 
the difficult conditions of operation during 
the war years and is now operating on a 
very nearly normal basis. That is to say, we 
are no longer in the situation of one project 
engineer and a small force having to handle 
four or five construction projects simul¬ 
taneously. Many qualified former em¬ 
ployees have returned from service or war 
work and, as a result, the overall efficiency 
is improving. Another factor pointing to¬ 
ward a brighter outlook for the future is 
that the road contractors have finished their 
war contracts and can turn their attention 
to the highway and bridge construction 
projects. This leads to more rapid comple¬ 
tion of jobs and, since competition is keener, 
lower unit bid prices are received on new 
contracts. 

An important improvement project recent¬ 
ly completed is the partial relocation, re¬ 
grading and reworking and widening of the 
existing limerock base on SR 26 from New¬ 
berry to Gainesville, a distance of 15.47 
miles. Included in this construction con¬ 
tracted by the James H. Craggs Construc¬ 
tion Company of Ocala, Florida, is a 105’ 
concrete bridge over Hogtown Creek. 

Realizing the need for more economical 
low-cost base and wearing course construc¬ 
tion for farm-to-market and other light traf¬ 
fic roads, the Department authorized an ex¬ 
periment to be made on this job. 

The scope of the experiment was to de¬ 
termine the minimum amount of limerock 
(maximum size l-Vz”) required to stabilize 


the existing soil so as to produce a base 
strong enough to carry the expected traffic 
and, at the same time, determine whether 
the surface of the stabilized base would be 
suitable for the surface treatment; and if not, 
could a satisfactory mixed-in-place wearing 
surface be constructed using Cutback and 
Emulsified Asphalts. 

The application of loose limerock for the 
stabilized base was mixed six inches deep, 
but the section was divided into three parts; 
on one of which three inches of limerock 
was applied, on another four inches and on 
the last five inches. The sections containing 
four inches and five inches of loose limerock 
tightened sufficiently to allow the applica¬ 
tion of a double surface treatment course. 
The three-inch section would not support a 
surface treatment. The wearing course on 
this section was supplied by mixing asphalt 
to a depth of one and one-half inches; cut 
back asphalt being used on one part and 
emulsified asphalt on the other. 

At this time the experimental sections 
have been under traffic for about ninety 
days and all appear to be satisfactory. The 
project will be watched very closely and 
when it has been subjected to normal traffic 
for a sufficient length of time to draw some 
definite conclusion as to the durability a 
report will be made of the findings. 

Several of the counties in the Second Di¬ 
vision are taking advantage of the funds 
available through loans from the State Im¬ 
provement Commission for construction of 
farm-to-market roads on a county-wide basis. 
Approximately 23.5 miles of sand bituminous 
road-mix construction has been completed 
on SR 250 and SR 136 in Suwannee County 
and work has just begun on 17.35 miles of 
farm-to-market roads in Gilchrist County. 
Construction is about 35% complete on 14.3 
miles of paving in Dixie County. Plans are 
either ready or are nearing completion for 


approximately 70 miles of roads in this 
category in two other counties participating 
in this improvement program, 41.3 miles in 
Madison County and 28.3 miles in Columbia 
County. 

A job recently completed having consider¬ 
able local interest in the Jacksonville area 
is the construction of Cedar Creek bridge on 
SR 21 (the Blanding Road) together 
with the approaches. The bridge consists of 
twenty 33-foot concrete deck and girder 
spans on steel pile bents. This work pro¬ 
vides a continuous improved section from 
Jacksonville to Starke. The pleasing lines 
of this high-level type structure, built on a 
long sweeping vertical curve, is certainly a 
credit to the Department and the contractor, 
Duval Engineering & Contracting Company 
of Jacksonville. 

It is no doubt gratifying to the people of 
Nassau and Duval Counties to learn of the 
progress being made in the construction of 
the road and bridges on Road 105 from 
Fernandina along the coast to the easterly 
end of Heckscher Drive at Pilot Town. This 
scenic route has received much publicity 
since its inception a few years ago by a 
group of farseeing and progressive men in 
the two counties and it appears that their 
dreams will soon become a reality. The 
Department is interested in this great under¬ 
taking for it financed a portion of the origin¬ 
al survey work and the construction is being 
done according to State Road Department 
standards and specifications. Besides, there 
are several ex-SRD boys in charge of cer¬ 
tain phases of the construction. 

Heckscher Drive from Main Street north 
of Jacksonville to Pilot Town is the State 
owned and maintained section of Road 105 
and definite improvements on this section 
will be necessary to put this road in condi¬ 
tion to handle the increased traffic when the

His loss will be felt by personnel not only 
of this Division but of the whole Depart¬ 
ment, all of whom regret Mr. Baker’s inabil¬ 
ity to continue at his desk. 

Mr. James A. Brewer has been transferred 
from Bartow as Assistant Division Engineer 
(Maintenance) to fill the vacancy created by 
Mr. Baker’s retirement. This Division cer¬ 
tainly appreciates receiving a man of his 
character and ability. He is of the “old 
school” in the Department, having begun in 
1929 with one of those “good State Road 
roddin’ jobs” and working up to Project 
Engineer on bridge construction. Mr. Brewer 
held the position of Project Engineer until 
1946 when he was made Maintenance Engi¬ 
neer at Bartow. 

It will be of interest to many in bridge 
construction work to know that Sr. Project 
Engineer M. W. Cressler has been assigned 
the full-time work of making a survey of all 
bridges—wood, steel, and concrete—in the 
Second Division to determine their condition 
as to need for replacement and a reassign¬ 
ment of load bearing capacities. All who 
know Mr. Cressler will realize that this most 
important work is in capable hands. 


Third District 

During June and July weather conditions 
continued very unfavorable for road con¬ 
struction. In fact, since May was the only 
good construction month we have had in 
one and one-half years we are inclined to 
the use of that most expressive World War 
II slang word “Snafu” in describing construc¬ 
tion conditions in this District. That means 
(we explain for the benefit of a few persons 


who may not know); Situation Normal—All 
Fouled Up. 

In spite of weather conditions we are able 
to report completion of six jobs in the last 
two-month period. Three jobs in Escambia 
County covered constructing 5.3 miles of 
sand-clay surface treatment and three in Bay 
County totaled 7.3 miles of sand bituminous 
road-mix. 

Separate articles in this issue describe the 
Bayou Chico and Pensacola Beach bridges 
which have recently been completed in this 
area. The latter was not built by the De¬ 
partment but Department design and plans 
were used and the bridge is to be taken over 
under a lease-purchase agreement. 


Fourth District—Ft. Lauderdale 

Report for June 

The most interesting construction work 
completed in the Fourth Division recently 
is that of the replacement of an old creosote 
timber deck on the drawspans of the Lake 
Park Bridge on Road 5 with a steel grid 
deck. This work was performed by state 
forces in such a manner as to provide at all 
times one-half the width of the bridge for 
the use of traffic, which was controlled both 
by the operation of the bridge lights and by 
flagmen stationed at each end of the struc¬ 
ture. This traffic control was maintained on 
a 24 hour basis during the course of con¬ 
struction which lasted one month. 

Recently the department placed under 
contract replacement of the creosote timber 
deck on the drawspans of the Jupiter Bridge 
on Road 5. After this particular replacement 
has been completed, a comparison can be 


made as to length of time consumed, cost 
involved, method of handling traffic during 
course of construction and other interesting 
factors between this job and the one per¬ 
formed by state forces at Lake Park. 

Photographs were taken recently of the 
Lake Park job when nearing completion also 
of the Jupiter Bridge in its present condition. 
It is interesting to note that these bridges 
are identical in size and type of construction. 

The replacement of the creosote timber 
decks on the drawspans of both of these 
bridges will serve the twofold purpose of 
eliminating the high cost of maintaining the 
bridge decks and the noise caused by traffic 
moving over loose decking. It is believed 
that the use of grid decks on these bridges 
will demonstrate the feasibility and the ad¬ 
visability of replacing creosote timber decks 
on many of the drawspans along heavily 
travelled highways. 


Fifth District 

June saw the completion of 5.1 miles of 
grading on SR 520 from SR 50 at Bithlo 
southeast. The contractor was Hubbard 
Construction Company and the job was 
started in December, 1948. 

The June and July contract lettings will 
result in increased construction activity in 
the Fifth District. The June letting included 
five jobs in Marion, Orange, Osceola and 
St. Johns Counties involving improvements 
to 34.8 miles of road. 

The July letting included construction of 
approaches to and a bridge across the St. 
Johns River on SR 46 in Volusia County at 
an estimated cost of $170,000. 
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County Activities and Personalities 


Palm Beach County Commissioners 
hope to advertise for bids covering 
construction of a modern half-million 
dollar jail sometime late in August. 
According to details revealed by 
Chairman Lake Lytal, Federal and 
State prison authorities assisted in 
drafting the plans, which provide for 
segregation of whites and colored, of 
men and women and boys and girls. 
The building will also house the 
County Welfare Department and 
County Health doctor and nurse. It 
will be financed by revenues raised 
under a special act, including a cur¬ 
rent V 2 mill levy.

DeSoto County Commissioners 
have approved a tentative budget of 
$166,948 for 1949-50, — a decrease of 
$1,295 from the current year.

The Hillsborough County levy of 
an extra dollar on fishing licenses for 
the purpose of ridding its waters of 
hyacinths has resulted in many of its 
residents purchasing their licenses 
from adjoining counties. The hya¬ 
cinth eradication program resulted 
from the efforts of County Commis¬ 
sioner Bullard and the county tax of 
one dollar was authorized by a special 
act of the Legislature.

Polk County, which has done a 
thriving business in fishing licenses 
since a county tax of one dollar for 
hyacinth eradication has been in ef¬ 
fect, is considering the imposition of 
a 25c tax to raise funds for a county 
supported fish hatchery.

A Duval County grand jury recent¬ 
ly made a survey which convinced 
them that the present county court¬ 
house is sorely inadequate for the 
rapidly growing county and Jackson¬ 
ville. A one-mill levy for a new 
courthouse has been authorized by 
special levy and a referendum to 
ascertain the citizens’ desires is ex¬ 
pected to be held soon.

The Broward County tentative bud¬ 
get for 1949-50 totals $1,320,746, 
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which according to the commission¬ 
ers, will permit a 20% savings in taxes 
over the current budget. Roads and 
bridges have been allocated $404,079 
from a 1.8 mill levy. Total county 
valuations are set at $177,326,193.

The Jackson County Commissioners 
have cut 7 mills from the 1948-49 levy 
of 30 mills in preparing its 1949-50 
budget, a reduction amounting to 
almost $35,000 in anticipated collec¬ 
tions. The budget carries $95,000 for 
roads and bridges, an increase of 
$8,550.

Manatee County Commissioners 
have voted unanimously to a levy of 
5 mills on Anna Maria Island prop¬ 
erty to help finance the Erosion Pre¬ 
vention program there next year.

Dade County Commissioners have 
approved the design and location of a 
half-million dollar bridge over the 
Miami Canal between Hialeah and 
Miami Springs. Following a traffic 
survey and analysis by Earle Rader, 
County Consulting Engineer, the 
Board agreed to his recommendation 
that the bridge be located at Hialeah’s 
Southeast Fourth Avenue. The new 
bridge is expected to attract about 
7,000 cars a day from the 36th Street 
Bridge and 8,000 from the bridge at 
54th Street. A bond issue to finance 
the structure was approved at a spe¬ 
cial election last November.

Hernando County Commissioners 
have adopted a tentative budget 
totaling around $181,200 for next 
year.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the 
State Highway Patrol and other law en¬ 
forcement officers are hereby requested to 
cooperate to the end that said restrictions 
and traffic controls be observed. 

DESIGNATION OF SPEED ZONE ON 
ROAD «<M> AT OBISPO STREET 
INTERSECTION NEAR TAMPA, 
HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY 

On motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department 
of Florida has heretofore determined, upon 
the basis of an engineering and traffic in¬ 
vestigation, that the state speed limit law¬ 
fully provided is greater than is reasonable 
and safe under the conditions found to exist 


on State Road 600 at its intersection with 
Obispo Street, near Tampa in Hillsborough 
County, during the hours of crossing by 
school children; and 

WHEREAS, from such engineering and 
traffic investigation the State Road Depart¬ 
ment deems that said intersection should be 
designated a school crossing, and that a maxi¬ 
mum speed limit of 15 miles an hour at said 
intersection during hours of school pedestrian 
traffic is necessary for reasonable safety 
thereon; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
by the State Road Department of Florida 
that it does hereby determine and declare 
that State Road 600 at its intersection with 
Obispo Street, near Tampa in Hillsborough 
County, should be designated a school cross¬ 
ing, and that appropriate markers should be 
painted on the pavement to indicate such 
crossing and that a reasonable and safe 
speed limit at said intersection during hours 
of school pedestrian trafic is 15 miles per 
hour maximum; that such speed limit shall 
be indicated by portable signs, placed be¬ 
tween lanes during hours of school pedes¬ 
trian traffic, the operation of which shall be 
the sole responsibility of local school author¬ 
ities and said speed limit to be legally effec¬ 
tive when such signs are so placed by said 
authorities. 

DESIGNATION OF SPEED ZONE ON 
ROAD 500 OCALA TO BELLE VIEW 

On motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by Mr. 
Nelson, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, the State Road Department of 
Florida has heretofore determined, upon 
the basis of an engineering and traffic in¬ 
vestigation, that the state speed limit law¬ 
fully provided is greater than is reasonable 
and safe under the conditions found to exist 
on State Road 500 between the South city 
limits of Ocala and Belleview, in Marion 
County; and 

WHEREAS, from such engineering and 
traffic investigation the State Road Depart¬ 
ment deems that a maximum speed limit of 
45 miles an hour from the south city limits 
of the city of Ocala and the north city limits 
of Belleview, Marion County, is necessary for 
reasonable safety thereof; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
by the State Road Department of Florida 
that it does hereby determine and declare 
that a reasonable and safe speed limit on 
Road 500 from the south city limits of the 
City of Ocala to the north city limits of 
Belleview, both in Marion County, is 45 miles 
per hour maximum; and that appropriate 
signs giving notice of said speed limit shall 
be erected at appropriate intervals on both 
sides of the pavement of said section of said 
State Road 500. 

DISCLAIMER OF R/W EASEMENT, 
ROAD 85, OKALOOSA COUNTY 
FOR J. E. JOHNSTON 

The Board received the request of J. E. 
Johnston for a release of a right of way 
easement covering Lot 8 of Dallas Duncan 
Subdivision of Lot 1 in Section 1 Township 
2 South, Range 24 West, in Okaloosa County, 
which easement was granted to the Dixie 
Bridge Company on October 2, 1933, for the 


then proposed State Road 10 and was trans¬ 
ferred to the Department along with said 
road.

The Board received request of J. M. Scott 
for disclaimer of excess ditch easement in 
Section 7501, Project 242-A, State Road 2, 
Orange County. 

On motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by 
Mr. Nelson, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

WHEREAS, the Department is possessed of 
a ditch easement 30 feet in width over prop¬ 
erty of J. M. Scott in Orange County; and 

WHEREAS, said J. M. Scott furnished 42”

The Department received report from the 
Right of Way Division that the title to land 
in Escambia County acquired for use as a 
borrow pit from Wilmer Hayward and wife, 
Mary V. Hayward, and Wilmer Hayward, as 
Trustee, has been called in question by other 
parties and that arrangements have been 
made with said grantees for the conveyance 
to the Department of other land, the title to 
which was considered indisputable. 

On motion of Mr. Nelson, seconded by 
Mr. Drake, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road De¬ 
partment of Florida, that the Chairman and 
the Secretary be and they are hereby author¬ 
ized to execute a disclaimer of the land ac¬ 
quired on February 15, 1949, from Wilmer

DELEGATIONS AND REQUESTS 
Alachua County 

Representatives from the Gainesville 
Chamber of Commerce appearing before the 
Board included Messrs. Walton J. Matherly, 
J. B. Carmichael, Fred M. Cone and J. B. 
Mobley, Jr. 

Dean Matherly, speaking for the Chamber 
and for the University of Florida, stated 
they were interested in four projects and 
presented them for discussion: (1) Building 
of a highway from East University Avenue, 
following the Seaboard Air Line Railway 
tracks, around to the underpass on U. S. 


Highway 441, which he said would relieve 
traffic congestion on University Avenue; (2) 
Construction of a road from the La Crosse 
Road, through to the Newberry Road, 
around through the back part of the Univer¬ 
sity campus to tie up with the Archer Road 
and on to tie in with U. S. Highway 441. He 
advised that the County Commissioners had 
promised full support in securing the neces¬ 
sary right of way; (3) Having both Univer¬ 
sity Avenue and West Main Street South 
changed from secondary to primary high¬ 
ways; (4) A complete traffic survey in the 
Gainesville area. (See next page for record of 
additional resolutions.) 

Dean Matherly also extended an invitation 
to the Board to hold a meeting in Gaines¬ 
ville at any time, but preferably in August. 

Traffic Survey for Gainesville 
A resolution was received from the Road 
Committee of the Gainesville Chamber of 
Commerce asking for the traffic survey and 
the opening of a connecting link between 
U. S. Highway 441 and State Roads 26 and 
26. A resolution from the Board of County 
Commissioners asked for the traffic survey, 
looking toward decision on the construction 
of additional cut-off roads to facilitate the 
flow of traffic in and around the City of 
Gainesville. 

On motion by Mr. Drake, seconded by 
Mr. Nelson, the Board agreed to conduct the 
traffic survey in the Gainesville area, looking 
toward the improvement of local traffic con¬ 
ditions. 

Brevard County 

Allocation of 80 % Surplus Funds for R/W 
The Board received a request from the 
County Commissioners of Brevard County 
for an allotment of $12,500 of the 80% Surplus 
Funds of the Department, for use in Brevard 
County, for the acquisition of right of way 
for Section 7013, State Road 3. 

It was brought to the attention of the 
Board that it has been impossible to com¬ 


mence construction of said section because of 
the lack of the said right of way, although 
the contract was let approximately seven 
months ago; in view of the County’s ad¬ 
vantageous position with respect to the 80% 
Surplus Fund, the Board approved the allot¬ 
ment in the sum of $12,500 for the acquisition 
of said right of way. 

Present from Brevard County were Messrs. 
C. Sweet Smith, Jr., and A. A. Dunn of the 
Board of County Commissioners. Mr. Smith 
thanked the Department for continuing work 
on the causeway at Eau Gallie. He asked 
for paving of the road from Bithlo East, 5 
miles of which have been graded, and for 
completion of the plans and bridge on the 
remaining part of this road. 

Citrus County 

Representative L. C. Yeomans presented 
the following requests from Citrus County: 

(1) completion of the Gospel Island Road, 
using County money, as soon as possible. 

(2) The road from Inverness to Crystal 
River. 

(3) The road from Stokeley’s Ferry into 
Lecanto, using County’s gas money. 

Charlotte County 

Chairman Vasco Peeples of the Board of 
County Commissioners of Charlotte County 
appeared personally in behalf of a resolution 
which had already been filed with the De- 
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partment, requesting a survey of Road 771. 
from McCall to Placida.. Mr Peeples stressed 
the advantage of obtaining this right of way 
without delay, before the area may be fur- 

th Chai e rmin Pe M ; cKethan advised Mr. Peeples 
of the Department’s policy covering the 
making of new surveys, a . lso . of 
amount of engineering work already under¬ 
taken. He requested Division Engineer 
Lewis to meet with Mr. Peeples and go over 
the matter. 

Columbia County 

The Board gave consideration to a resolu¬ 
tion from the County Commissioners of 
Columbia County, requesting the Department 
to replace with a permanent structure the 
old bridge across Santa Fe River connecting 
Columbia and Gilchrist Counties, recently 
fallen into the river, stopping all traffic on 
State Road 47 between Fort White and Tren¬ 
ton The resolution called attention to the 
fact that only five miles including this new 
bridge, remain to complete Road 47 from 
Trenton to the Georgia State line, and asked 
the Department to build the bridge, making 
use of the funds as set out: (1) The 
emergency funds (10% legal reserve); or (2) 
Part of amount saved on contract awarded 
Columbia City—Lake City project (2902-140), 
as to Columbia County part of said bridge. 
The resolution further assured the Depart¬ 
ment that the two counties would make prop¬ 
er approach and grade to the new 

On motion of MV. Nelson, seconded by Mr. 
Barber, the Bridge Engineer, Maintenance 
Engineer, and the Division Engineer were 
requested to make an investigation of the 
situation and report to the Board at the next 
meeting, 

Glades County 

Representative Joe Peeples and Chairman 
J W. Adkins of the County Commissioners 
appeared in behalf of Glades County’s No. 1 
request, a first class road for Road 145, from 
Road 78 to Brighton. Mr. Peeples said they 
would like to get this project in next year s 
budget, as it was greatly needed. He also 
endorsed the request of the County Commis¬ 
sioners, already filed by resolution with the 
Department, for the bridge across the Indian 
River Prairie Canal, on this same road. 

Hendry County 

Mr. Joe Johnston asked for information 
with reference to a proposed road construc¬ 
tion program in Hendry County, to be fi¬ 
nanced through the Florida Improvement 
Commission, and was advised by Chairman 
McKethan that a representative of the De¬ 
partment would confer with them on this 
matter. 

(See Palm Beach County.) 

Highlands County 

Those present from Highlands County 
were, Representative Edna Pearce, Chairman 
John W. Schumacher and A. J. Tubbs of the 
Board of County Commissioners. 

Mr. Schumacher stated they were present 
in interest of a survey of State Road No. 66. 
Mr. Tubbs asked for survey of the road 4 
miles south of Fort Drum. 

Hillsborough County 

The Hillsborough County delegation in¬ 
cluded Chairman Fred W. Ball and Elbert 
Moore, of the Board of County Commission¬ 
ers, and Ed. W. Carroll, County Engineer. 
They stated they had appeared to pay their 
respects to the Road Board, and made no 
specific requests at this time. 

A letter was received from Mayor Curtis 
Hixon of Tampa calling attention to acci¬ 
dents caused by the collision of cars with 
parties fishing from the 22nd Street Cause¬ 
way, in Tampa, and urging the Department 
to take legal steps to ban fishing from said 
bridge. 

Lee County 


Senator James A. Franklin, Chairman H. 
M. Stringfellow, H. E. Keen, Wilson Pigott, 
Alvin Gorton and Leon D. Smith, all mem¬ 
bers of the Board of County Commissioners, 
were present from Lee County. 

Mr. Stringfellow asked for the completion 
of Road 80 from Tice to the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railway, a distance of 3.2 miles. Senator 
Franklin spoke in behalf of improvement of 
roads in his District, Collier, Hendry, Lee 
and Monroe Counties. 

The Chairman promised the delegation that 
Mr. Scott Reynolds, Assistant State Highway 
Engineer, would go down and meet with 
them and discuss their road problems. 


Levy County 

Chairman W. R. Hodges and L. O. Neeld 
and M\ L. Smith, all of the Board of County 
Commissioners, were present from Levy 
County. Mr. Hodges said they came in in¬ 
terest of their request for advance of $11,000 
for right of way, and were advised by Chair¬ 
man McKethan that Mr. Ralph Hartsfield 
and Mr. Fleming Seay would represent the 
Department at the meeting of the Levy 
County Board of Commissioners on August 
2. at 10:00 A. M., to work out the matter of 
the requested advance and also the right of 
way on the road from Chiefland to the 
Suwannee River. 

Manatee County 

Representative J. Ben Fuqua and Chair¬ 
man J. M. Haynes of the Manatee County 
Board of Commissioners were present in be¬ 
half of their county. 

Okeechobee County 

Representative W. J. Hendry, Mayor H. H. 
Raulerson and D. B. McDougald, Member 
of the City Council of Okeechobee City, were 
present from Okeechobee County. 

Mr. Hendry spoke of the bad condition of 
the Kissimmee River Bridge on Road 70 and 
asked that it be given attention. He said 
their number one request was the Bassenger 
Road, and they would like to work out some 
plan of pledging their gas tax money or any 
other way to build the last 18 miles. Chair¬ 
man McKethan told the delegation he would 
send a representative of the Department 
down to see them. 

Mr. Hendry also asked that a retread sur¬ 
face be placed on Road 15 between Okeecho¬ 
bee City and Fort Drum, as this road is in 
very bad shape. 

(Also see Palm Beach County.) 

Orange County 

Mr. A. C. (Andy) Slaughter, Secretary- 
M’anager of the Greater Orlando Chamber of 
Commerce, was present to represent Orange 
County. He advised that the right of way 
acquisition on the project between Minorville 
and the Lake County line was in progress 
and should be completed by September 15, 
and he asked that the Department give con¬ 
sideration to letting this contract. Speaking 
in behalf of the Central Cross State High¬ 
way, Mr. Slaughter thanked the Board for 
what has been done and asked for the early 
letting of a contract for the five miles on 
the east end that has been graded. The 
Chairman advised Mr. Slaughter that the 
project from Kentucky Avenue to the point 


where the new construction starts just west 
of the city limits of Orlando would have 
been let at this letting (July 28) if it had not 
been that the right of way for the pedestrian 
underpass was not ready; however, he said 
it would be in the August letting for the 
paving without the underpass, if the right of 
way is not secured by that time. 

Mr. Slaughter invited the Road Board to 
hold its August meeting in Orlando. 

Palm Beach County 

The Board received copies of resolutions 
adopted by the Chamber of Commerce of 
Belle Glade, Civic Club of Canal Point, 
Chamber of Commerce of South Bay, the 
Palm Beach County Resources Development 
Board, the Chamber of Commerce of Clewis- 
ton, the Chamber of Commerce of Okeecho¬ 
bee City, the Civic Club of Lake Harbor, and 
the Road Committee of Pahokee, all petition¬ 
ing the State Road Department to immedi¬ 
ately approve the repair and construction of 
the following road projects affecting Hendry, 
Okeechobee and Palm Beach Counties: 

(1) State Road 80 from South Bay to 
Clewiston. 

(2) State Road 15 from Canal Point to 
Chancy Bay. 

(3) State Road 716 from Canal Point to 
20-Mile Bend. 

(4) Remove and replace with two-way 
bridges the one-way bridges now located on 
State Road 80 at Lake Harbor, South Bay 
Six-Mile Bend and on State Road 15 at 
Canal Point. 

(5) Repair or construct bridges on State 
Road 15 between Canal Point and Taylor’s 
Creek. 

(6) Recommend the construction of a 
scenic highway on the U. S. Gov’t levee from 
Clewiston to Pahokee with turnouts at each 
community between these points. 

Pinellas County 

Chairman John Chesnut, A. G. McEashern 
and Andrew E. Potter, Members of the 
Board of County Commissioners, and Frank 
Merrin, Right of Way Agent, were present 
from Pinellas County. Mr. Potter reported 
to the Board that several persons had been 
killed and a larger number injured in acci¬ 
dents arising from persons fishing from 
bridges in Pinellas County. He spoke in 
behalf of the desire for such fishing if cat- 
walks could be constructed on the bridges, 
but said that if this could not be done it 
would be better to ban such fishing to pre¬ 
vent further casualties to fishing parties and 
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to motorists. Mr. Potter also told the Board 
that they had received many requests that 
the Department put in some picnic tables 
along- the west approach to Gandy Bridge, to 
which Chairman McKethan replied that it 
is the policy of the Department not to ex¬ 
pand wayside parks during 1949 because of 
shortage of funds, but that consideration 
would be g-iven to this request at the proper 
time. 

A resolution from the Board of County 
Commissioners asked the Department to con¬ 
struct catwalks or prohibit fishing from 
bridges in Pinellas County. 

Polk County 

The delegation from Polk County included 
the following: Senator Henry E. King, Rep¬ 
resentative Roy P. Surles, Representative 
Lisle Smith, County Commissioners Roy P. 
Gladney, E. D. Dishong, E. A. Laurent and 
W. T. Duggan, County Attorney Milton D. 
Wilson, and Mr. L. T. Bice. 

Mr. Smith brought up the subject of the 
“bottle neck” in Haines City, on Road 17, 
and said they were very desirous to get this 
taken care of before Fall. The City has the 
right of way and will give it to the Depart¬ 
ment at anytime it is wanted, he said. He 
also asked about flashing light signals on 
Road 8 south of Haines City and was ad¬ 
vised that the installation of light signals 
was a project in which the railroad company 
would have to cooperate, and it was sug¬ 
gested that he take up the matter with 
them. 

Senator King endorsed the need of flashing 
light signals at the crossing south of Haines 
City, requested by M’r. Smith. He also spoke 
of the dangerous condition of two bridges on 
the road between Winter Haven and Dundee, 
since the Department paved this road a few 
years ago. He read a report from the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety in which it was 
stated that there had been nine accidents, 
involving 17 automobiles, because of these 
two bridges. Chairman McKethan said he 
would have the Division office make a report 
on the cost of this work. 

St. Lucie County 

Mr. Raymond Ford, County Attorney, was 
present in interest of St. Lucie County. 

Sarasota County- 

Chairman W. S. Harris, W. C. McLeod, W. 
L. Woodard and John L. Houle, Members of 
the Board of County Commissioners, Gene 
Amaral, Clerk to the Board, and Frank 
Evans, Attorney to the Board, were present 
from Sarasota County. 

Chairman Harris stated they were present 
in interest of friendly relationship and co¬ 
operation with the Road Department and 
had no special requests at this time. 

Seminole County 

Representative M. B. (T-bone) Smith, 
County Commissioner W. G. Kilbee, and Mr. 
J. C. Davis were present from Seminole 
County. 

Mr. Smith extended an invitation for the 
October Road Board meeting to be held in 
Sanford. He asked that a survey be made 
on Road 46 from the bridge into Sanford 
because he anticipated much work needed to 
acquire the right of way. Chairman Mc¬ 
Kethan advised the delegation that their 
Board Member, Mr. Drake, said he could 
see no reason why this survey should not 
get underway at an early date. 

Sumter County 

Senator J. C. Getzen, Chairman T. M. 
Bragg and Melvin Carlton, M. H. Sharpe, 
and W. C. Wicker, Members of the Board of 
County Commissioners, James West, County 
Attorney, R. C. Wysong, President of the 
C hamber of Commerce of Panasoffkee, Cliff 
Hutchison, E. N. Hightower, and George 
Hary were present from Sumter County. 

Senator Getzen thanked the Department 
for what has been done for them and asked 
that the road from Wildwood to Inverness be 
kept in mind for the next budget. He filed 
a letter from the Board of County Commis¬ 
sioners expressing appreciation of the letting 
of the contract for the construction of the 


section of Road 48 from Bushnell to Beville’s 
Corner; pledging cooperation in every pos¬ 
sible way in getting the Cross-State High¬ 
way; and requesting that some activity be 
started as soon as possible on that portion of 
Road 44 in Sumter County running from 
Wildwood to the Citrus County line. This 
latter request was endorsed by Representa¬ 
tive Yeomans of Citrus County, who joined 
the Sumter delegation in its behalf. 

Wakulla County 

A resolution was received from Wakulla 
County asking that the bridge on the Smith 


Creek Road be let to contract. Discussion 
followed and the Members agreed these 
bridges would be desirable but construction 
would be delayed by the lack of available 
funds which could be used for this purpose. 

Walton County 

A resolution was received from the Board 
of County Commissioners of Walton County 
asking for a loan of $3,000 to move houses 
and fence from the right of way for the road 
from Glendale to Liberty in said county. No 
action was taken on the request, pending 
investigation of the situation.

FISHING BANNED ON 22ND STREET 
CAUSEWAY, TAMPA

SURVEY FOR A SECTION OF STATE 
ROAD 19 

PUTNAM COUNTY 

Mr. Drake stated that he heartily approved 
the general policy on surveys and that he 
would like to discuss the proposed route for 
State Road 19 in Putnam County from Rod- 
man south to the Marion County line as an 
exception to the said policy. He stated that 
the area traversed by the proposed route now 
consists of large tracts with a relatively few 
owners, several of whom had offered to 
donate the necessary land as soon as the 
survey is made. He pointed out that the 
acquisition of the right of way at a later 
date migh involve smaller tracts, negotiations 
with many owners, and possibly many im¬ 
provements. Further, inasmuch as a portion 
of the proposed route in Lake County is in 
the current budget, he recommended that, as 
an exception to general policy, the survey on 
said road in Putnam County be programmed 
as soon as feasible. 

Upon motion of Mr. Drake, seconded by 
Mr. Barber, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

BE IT RESOLVED by the State Road De¬ 
partment that the proposed route of State 
Road 19 in Putnam County from Rodman 
south to the Marion County line be made an 
exception to the policy adopted at this meet¬ 
ing permitting the making of surveys only 
when the Department is ready to plan the 
construction of a project, and that the survey 
of this route be made as soon as feasible.

by revenue from toll charges and are further guaranteed 
by a pledge of Escambia County’s share of the 80% sur¬ 
plus gasoline tax. 

The total length of the bridge proper, including the 
concrete approach spans and the Bascule navigation open¬ 
ing, is 3,636 feet. The width between the curbs is 28 feet 
with an overall width of 33 feet. The deck slabs are 33 
feet from center to center of bents and are of the rein¬ 
forced concrete deck girder type. The navigation span 
consists of two reinforced concrete piers with a clear open¬ 
ing between the face of the piers of 139 feet and a hori¬ 
zontal clearance between fenders of 125 feet. Vertical 
clearance is 27% feet. 

The land approaches to the bridge are 24 feet wide and 
are of sand bituminous road mix construction with a 
stabilized subgrade. The bearing value of the subgrade 
was increased from approximately 10 pounds per square 
inch to a minimum of 50 pounds by blending sand-clay 
with the native soil. Stabilization was effected to a depth 
of 18 inches below finished grade. 

All six test piles were driven on June 5, 1948. Permanent 
lengths were determined by Mr. A. C. Church, of the 
Bridge Division of the State Road Department and the 
order for the reinforcing steel was placed by telephone on 
the above date. The permanent piles, being of reinforced 
concrete, 18 inches square and ranging from 45 feet to 
70 feet in length, were cast at Smith Shipyard and trans¬ 
ported to the job site by barge. 

An interesting feature of the pile driving was the use 
of a section of “Bailey Bridge” with a fixed template which 
enabled the contractor to proceed with the driving at a 
greater speed than usual in similar work. As many as four 
4-pile bents were driven in an eight-hour work day. This 
new method, designed by Powell Brothers Construction 
Company, of Ft. Lauderdale, also assured better align¬ 
ment. 

Another time and labor saving feature was the use of 
collapsible deck forms which were designed to be sup¬ 
ported by temporary I-beams, eliminating false piling. 
After the slab was poured the forms were collapsed 90% 
intact, lowered to a barge, moved ahead to the next span 
and hoisted in place by a crew of only six men in an eight 
hour period. The time saved by this method is evidenced 
by an average of 3.75 slabs per week with some weeks 
yielding five slabs. 

The erection of steel for the trunion-type Bascule span 
was begun on March 1, 1949 and by the erection of a 
detour crossing to the old bridge, one-half of the span was 
ready for traffic on May 2nd. The entire bridge was 
opened for traffic on June 16, 1949. 

The general contractor was Johnson, Drake & Piper, 
Inc., of Minneapolis, Minn. The navigation span was 
erected by the Nashville Bridge Company. All electrical 
work was performed by Peake-McMorris Company; 
hydraulic embankment and grading of roadway and ap¬ 
proaches was by Ray Construction Company, and paving 


of roadway and approaches by Smith Engineering & 
Construction Company. 

Construction supervision was handled by engineering 
staff of the Santa Rosa Island Authority, headed by Russell 
G. Patterson, authority engineer, and Corbin Cawthon, 
project engineer, as observer for the State Road Depart¬ 
ment. 

All plans and specifications as prepared by the Island 
Authority were approved by the State Road Department. 


Over 27,000,000 feet of lumber were used in the construc¬ 
tion of a cargo airplane assembly plant by the Austin Com¬ 
pany of Chicago. This is believed to be the largest amount 
of wood ever used in the construction of a single building. 
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BAYOU CHICO BRIDGE-PENSACOLA 

April saw completion of Bayou Chico Bridge on State 
Road 292 between Pensacola and the U.S. Naval Air 
Station. 

The new $618,000 concrete-steel bridge is 405 feet long 
and has a 44-foot roadway width with two 6-foot side¬ 
walks for pedestrians. It has an electrically operated dou-

ble-leaf trunnion type bascule channel span, which pro¬ 
vides a 90-foot horizontal clearance. 

The bridge replaced was only 18 feet wide with no 
pedestrian walks and constituted a bottleneck in the flow 
of vehicular traffic between the city and the military base, 
which traffic averaged 5,260 vehicles a day in 1948. 

The bridge was designed and its construction supervised 
by the State Road Department Bridge Division. Contract 
was let under Job No. 4805-102 on May 7, 1947 to Hard¬ 
away Construction Company and construction was com¬ 
pleted April 22nd, this year. 

The construction steel was fabricated by the Virginia 
Bridge Company, and the machinery was furnished by 
the Earle Gear and Machine Company.
